Inspection  of  District. — All  parts  of  the  district  have  been  visited  and  inspected 
during  the  past  year,  with  more  or  less  frequency  as  circumstances  required,  by  myself 
and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

Sanitary  Condition  and  Progress— Water  Supply. — The  village  of  Steeton  was 
supplied  with  water  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  in  1879,  and  this  was  subsequently 
extended  to  Eastburu.  Sutton  and  Sutton  Mill,  and  East  Morton  are  supplied  by  private 
companies,  and  Morton  Banks  by  the  principal  property  owners.  Outlying  farms  and 
groups  of  houses  obtain  their  supply  from  springs  and  running  streams.  In  connection 
with  the  Steeton  Waterworks  a length  of  350  yards  of  3-inch  mains  to  the  top  of  Harewood 
Hill  was  replaced  by  a 4-inch  iron  main. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — During  the  past  year  considerable  progress  has  been  made 
in  sewerage  works.  The  tender  for  the  Steeton  Sewerage  Outfall  Works  was  let  in  March 
to  Mr.  .loseph  Pullan,  for  £877,  and  this  work  has  since  been  completed.  In  connection 
with  the  Sutton,  Sutton  Mill,  and  Eastburn  Scheme  sanction  was  received  on  February 
11th  to  a loan  of  £2,G50  for  Steeton  and  Eastburn,  and  £5,400  for  Sutton,  for  sewerage 
purposes,  and  a tender  for  the  work  was  let  in  February  to  Mr.  Henry  Varley  Robinson, 
amounting  to  L‘5,103,  and  a clerk  of  the  works  was  advertised  for,  and  approved  on 
March  27th.  I liave  to  thank  the  Engineers,  Messrs.  Barber,  Hopkinson  & Co.,  of 
Keighley,  for  the  following  details  of  the  work  completed  during  the  year ; —

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The  Sewage  Farm  in  connection  with  this  scheme  will  be  completed  in  the  course  of 
a month  or  so. 

The  private  house  connections  with  the  sewers  are  being  made  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Council  under  the  superintendence  of  the  Clerk  of  Works. 

In  connection  with  the  East  and  West  Morton  sewerage,  on  January  22nd  a letter 
was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  enquiring  what  steps  the  Rural  District 
Council  were  taking  with  respect  to  the  sewerage  of  East  and  West  Morton.  In  February 
tlie  Council  were  unable  to  come  to  terms  with  the  owners  of  the  Riddlesden  Estate  for 
the  purchase  of  land,  and  intimated  their  intention  to  apply  for  a Provisional  Order  for 
its  compulsory  purchase.  In  May,  Mr.  Broster,  the  engineer,  suggested  an  alternative 
scheme  for  dealing  with  the  sewage  of  East  and  West  Morton,  but  this  question  is  still 
in  abeyance.  In  July  a letter  was  received  from  the  West  Riding  Rivers’  Board 
complaining  of  the  pollution  of  Morton  Beck  by  domestic  sewage.  In  other  parts  the 
private  drainage  of  the  older  property  is  of  rubble  except  where  it  has  been  altered,  and 
the  drains  to  all  new  property  are  properly  laid  in  sanitary  pipes. 

Excrement  and  Refuse  Disposal. — The  privy-midden  is  the  form  of  excrement 
disposal  chieriy  in  use  thi-oughout  tlie  District.  The  older  ones  are  mostly  uncovered,  but 
those  of  modern  erection  are  constructed  upon  proper  principles.  A number  of  Duckett’s 
slopwater  closets  have  been  put  in  at  Steeton,  and  it  is  probable  that  they  will  be  adopted 
in  connection  with  the  new  scheme  at  Sutton  and  Eastburn.  The  Sanitary  Authority 
does  not  undertake  the  removal  of  refuse,  but  has  adopted  bye-laws  assimilated  to  the 
models  imposing  this  duty  upon  the  householders.  In  1892  the  Authority  obtained  Urban 
Powers  under  Sec.  45  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  and  provided  a public  tip  at 
Sutton.  Difficulty  is  experienced  in  getting  rid  of  the  refuse,  and  receptacles  are  not 
emptied  as  frequently  as  they  should  be.  It  would  be  more  satisfactory  if  the  Authority 
either  undertook  this  work  or  let  it  by  contract. 

Bye-L.aws  and  Urran  Powers. — This  Authority  possesses  bye-laws  with  respect  to 
“ New  Streets  and  Buildings,”  “ Slaughter  Houses,”  “ Common  Lodging-houses,”  and 
the  “ Cleansing  of  Footways,  Privies,  Cesspools,  &c.,”  and  these  are  assimilated  to  the 
model  bye-laws.  It  is  also  in  possession  of  Urban  Powers  under  Section  45  and  under 
Section  160  and  1(»1  (1st  paragraph)  for  the  whole  District,  and  under  Section  171  (sub- 
sect. 4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  for  the  township  of  Steeton.  Last  year  the 
Sanitary  .\uthority  undertook  the  naming  of  streets  and  numbering  of  the  houses  in 
Steeton  and  Sutton,  but  this  has  not  yet  been  done  in  Morton.  A series  of  regulations 
under  tlie  “ Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1886,”  was  issued  in  1889,  and 
the  premises  have  been  duly  registered  and  inspected. 

Keighley  and  Bindley  Joint  Hospital  Bo.ard. — Great  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  erection  of  the  Joint  Hospital  at  Morton  Banks.  The  buildings  for  the  disinfector 
(one  of  Manlove,  .\lliot  & Co.’s  Steam  Disinfectors),  together  with  ambulance  shed, 
stable,  and  harness  room,  were  erected  during  1894.  This  year  the  work  was  not 
commenced  until  late  in  August,  and  since  then  the  following  buildings  have  been 
erected  : — One  Isolation  Block,  consisting  of  four  small  \vards  to  contain  six  beds  and 
two  nurses’  rooms,  built  on  the  Local  Government  Board  Model ; one  Pavilion  Block, 
consisting  of  two  wards  for  ten  beds  each,  with  nurse’s  room,  and  convalescent  ward ; 
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Laundry  Block,  consisting  of  wash-house,  ironing-room,  and  engine  and  boiler-house, 
and  a mortuary  separate ; an  Administrative  Block,  of  three  storeys  ; and  a Porter’s 
Lodge.  The  buildings  erected  this  year  have  been  slated  and  are  now  ready  for  plastering, 
and  it  is  expected  that,  weather  permitting,  the  premises  will  be  ready  for  use  by  the  end 
of  July  next.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  before  this  hospital  is  ready  for  use,  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board  will  be  extended,  so  as  to  embrace  the  three  Worth  Valley  Authorities. 

Population. — At  the  census  of  1871,  the  population  was  5,519,  living  in  1,140  houses  ; 
and  that  of  1881  was  5,416,  living  in  1,166  houses.  At  the  census  of  1891  it  was  foimd 
to  be  5,756,  living  in  1,279  houses,  or  an  increase  of  340.  I have  estimated  it  up  to  the 
middle  of  1895  to  be  5,892,  living  in  1,367  houses,  or  an  average  of  4-3  per  house.  The 
population  is  distributed  among  the  three  townships  as  follows  : — Morton,  2,198  ; Steeton- 
cum-Easiburn,  1,723;  and  Sutton,  1,971. 

Births. — The  total  births  registered  were  114  in  number  (60  males  and  54  females). 
This  is  a decrease  of  4 from  last  year,  and  is  equivalent  to  an  annual  birth-rate  of  19'3 
per  1000,  as  compared  with  20’1  last  year  and  21-6  in  1893.  The  births  were  distributed 
as  follows  : — Morton,  38  ; Steeton-cum-Eastburn,  33  ; Sutton,  43  ; giving  respective 
birth-rates  of  17'2,  19'1,  and  21-8  for  the  three  townships.  The  natural  increase  to  the 
population  is  24. 

Deaths. — The  total  deaths  returned  were  91  in  number  (45  males  and  46  females). 
One  of  these  has  to  be  deducted  as  belonging  to  the  Keighley  Urban  District.  This  is  an 
increase  of  19  upon  last  year,  and  is  equivalent  to  a death-rate  of  15-2  per  1000  living,  as 
compared  with  12'1  last  year  and  14-9  in  1893.  The  deaths  were  distributed  as  follows: 
— Morton,  33  ; Steeton-cum-Eastburn,  20  , and  Sutton,  37  ; giving  respective  death-rates 
of  15-0,  11-6,  and  18-7.

The  birth-rate  for  the  year  is  again  the  lowest  upon  record,  and  is  5-8  below  the 
average  for  the  decade  1878-87,  and  3‘5  below  the  average  for  the  past  seven  years.  The 
general  death-rate  is  1-5  below  the  average  for  the  decade  1878-87,  but  0-3  above  that  of 
the  past  seven  years.  The  infant  mortality  is  the  lowest  upon  record.  The  percentage 
to  total  deaths  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  and  under  five  years  are  both  much  below 
the  average,  the  former  being  by  far  the  lowest  recorded,  and  the  latter  has  only  been 
lower  in  one  year.  Among  persons  aged  60  and  upwards  there  were  35  deaths,  or  a 
percentage  to  total  deaths  of  38'8. 

Mean  Age  at  Death. — The  mean  age  at  death  this  year  is  42-8  (43*8  for  males  and 
41-9  for  females),  as  compared  with  36-9  last  year  and  42-6  in  1893.

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Five  deaths  were  returned  under  the  head  of  zymotic  diseases  as  compared  with  six 
last  year  and  seven  in  1898.  This  is  equivalent  to  a zymotic  rate  of  0‘8  per  1000  living. 
Fifteen  certificates  were  received  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act,  1889, 
as  compared  with  forty  last  year,  and  thirty-seven  in  1893. 

M KASLKS. — A single  death  was  returned  from  this  cause  in  March,  in  a child  a year 
old,  at  Sutton. 

Scarlatina. — No  death  was  registered  from  this  disease,  and  only  three  cases  were 
notified.  These  occurred,  two  in  one  house  at  Sutton  Mill  in  October,  and  a single  case 
at  Steeton  in  November.  Precautions  were  taken  and  the  disease  did  not  spread.  The 
source  of  the  infection  could  not  be  traced. 

Whooping  Cough. — One  death  was  due  to  “ whooping  cough  and  bronchitis,”  in  a 
child  of  two  years,  at  Sutton  Mill  in  December. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Four  cases  were  reported,  and  two  of  these  terminated  fatally. 
The  first  was  notified  in  .January  at  Low  Woodhead,  Morton  Banks,  and  was  that  of  a 
girl  aged  10,  who  died  from  “ pneumonia  ” following.  The  house  was  a new  one  only 
recently  occupied,  and  no  insanitary  condition  was  found  on  the  premises.  Another  case 
occurred  in  January  in  the  Main  Street,  Sutton  Mill,  in  a man  of  22,  who  made  a good 
recovery.  At  this  house  the  drain  was  of  rubble,  and  the  slopstone  pipe  was  found 
directly  connected  with  it.  This  was  subsequently  altered.  The  next  case  was  that  of  a 
girl  aged  16,  living  in  High  Street,  Sutton,  who  died  after  twelve  days’  illness  from 
“ perforation  of  the  bowel.”  This  occurred  in  one  of  a row  of  good  houses,  but  the 
drainage  passed  into  a covered  cesspool  at  the  back  of  and  too  near  to  the  premises. 
Notice  was  given  to  remove  this.  In  August  a case  occurred  in  Slack  Row,  Steeton,  in  a 
man  of  26.  Here  the  slopstone  pipe  was  found  to  be  directly  connected  with  the  drain, 
and  bad  smells  at  times  were  complained  of.  This  condition  was  altered  at  the  time. 
In  all  cases  precautions  were  given,  and  disinfectants  supplied. 

Diarrhiea. — A single  death  was  registered  from  this  cause  in  a woman  of  75,  at 
Lane  Ends,  Sutton,  in  August. 

Erysipelas. — No  death  was  returned  from  this  cause,  but  eight  cases  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  five  were  in  Sutton,  two  in  Morton,  and  one  in  Steeton.  Six 
were  males  and  two  females,  and  all  were  over  five  years  of  age. 

Influenza. — Ten  deaths  were  registered  from  influenza  and  its  complications.  Eight 
of  these  occurred  in  March,  when  it  was  very  prevalent  in  Morton,  causing  six  deaths, 
five  in  Morton  Banks  and  one  in  East  Morton.  One  death  took  place  at  Steeton  in 
January,  one  each  at  Eastburn  and  Sutton  in  March,  and  one  at  East  Morton  in  April. 
Of  these,  seven  were  males  and  three  females,  one  was  under  and  nine  over  five  years 
of  age.

EDWIN  SKAIFE,  Inspector  of  Nuisances. 
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Slaughter-houses,  ttc. — The  eleven  Slaughter -homes,  which  are  registered,  and  the 
three  Bakehouses,  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  are  fairly  well  kept.  There  is  no 
Common  Lodging  house  in  the  district.  No  instance  of  over-crowding  has  been  reported, 
nor  has,  to  my  knowledge,  any  unsound  meat  been  exposed  for  sale.  There  are  no  noxious 
trades.  Legal  Proceedings  have  not  been  necessary  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances.  The 
Dairies,  Cow-sheds,  and  Milkshops,  32  in  number,  which  are  registered,  have  been  regularly 
inspected.  The  Canal  Boats  passing  through  the  district  ai’e  also  inspected.  The 
factory  chimneys  in  the  district  are  watched,  and  any  excessive  smoke  is  noted  by  the 
Inspector  of  Nuisances. 

The  matters  requiring  the  attention  of  the  Council  are  ; — 

1.  — The  provision  of  proper  means  of  sewerage  for  East  Morton  and  Morton 

Banks,  and  the  completion  of  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Sutton,  Sutton 

Mill,  and  Eastburn. 

2.  — The  naming  of  the  streets  and  numbering  of  the  houses  in  the  township 

of  Morton. 

3.  —To  consider  the  undertaking  by  the  Authority  (by  contract  or  otherwise)  of 

the  removal  of  the  nightsoil  and  ashpit  refuse  in  all  three  townships.
